Myriads of th® Insects Strip Trees in 
Bohemia—Peasants Carry Um­ 
brellas m Woods. 


Ofciir John, h New York n.mdelfiO 
who returned rrcentlj from t'zecho 
Slovakia, said that the great forests 
of northern Mohemhi were being do 
stroyed ley a laferpillar pest, uceord 
iilg fo the New York 'l imes.
